No 
other reason can be given for refusing 
to enter into the agreement than that 
the gota men do not believe what they 
say. They know they could not pur- 
chase the bullion at less than its coin- 
age value, consequently they will make 
no contracts to sell it at a less price. 
An act of the British Parliament re-
